go ing to luncheo n with Haro ld Fred­ 
eric, the Lo ndo n co rrespo ndent o f the 
Times, no w also dea d, fo r who m he 
had an admiratio n almo st amo unting 
to awe, but with who m he was then 
o nly slightly acquainted, tho ugh they 
afterward became inseparable friends.

Crane came back fo r ano ther so ver­ 
eign and to ld a tale o f wo e. He had 
asked Fredric into a “pub" to have an 
appetizer o n their way to luncheo n, 
and had handed o ut the so vereign he 
had Just bo rro wed in payment there­ 
fo r.
